Wartime price controls have long 
been dead, but one major com- i 
modity still is under governmentj 
price regulation. It is sugar. 
The government does not have 
direct authority to set sugar prices, 
but it can control them indirectly 
through the sugar act of 1948 
This act directs the agriculture 
department to set up quotas on 
marketings and imports. By mov­ 
ing the quotas up and down, the 
department is in a position to 
regulate prices. 
Some segments of the sugar 
industry have been kicking up 
quite a fuss over the way the 
department has been administer­ 
ing the sugar law. 
On one side domestic producers 
Quite naturally they want prices | 
as high as possible. It was largely i 
in their behalf that the sugar- 
law was passed. The legislation 
is designed to stabilize prices and 
supplies of sugar at levels which 
will enable them to compete with 
lower-cost foreign producing areas. 
On the other side are sugar 
consumers. They want low prices 
Some industrial users, 
particu-! 
larly the soft drink industry, have | 
been complaining that prices are j 
too high. The reason they are too 
high, say 
the 
bottlers, 
is that 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
is not permitting enough sugar 
to be imported to meet domestic 
needs. Domestic producers do Viot 
grow enough to fill the country’s 
needs. 
Reflecting the same viewpoint, 
one sugar refinery threatened to 
close^ down. It said it could not 
get enough raw sugar from Cuba 
to keep going. 
These 
complaints from 
users 
and the refinery led Brannan to 
boost the overall 1949 marketing 
quota from 7,250,000 to 7,500,000 
short tons on Sept. 13. 
Whether this increase will sat­ 
isfy the industry only time will 
tell. Government figures show that

Sound Diplomacy and Sane Thinking Needed 


The ex citement and apprehensive co m­ 
ments in parts o f this natio n abo ut Russia 
having the ato m bo mb, 
seem 
so mewhat 
bo rdering upo n the ridiculo us side. 
Every bo dy kno ws it was o nly a questio n 
o f time till Russia 
and 
o ther 
co untries 
wo uld have this so -called secret. And even 
if Russia o r any o ther co untry that has it, 
is no t as far advanced 
as is the 
United 
States, it will be o nly a questio n o f time till 
that is also true 
What we need is a little mo re co mmo n 
sense in dealing with o ther co untries. Our 
diplo macy leaves much to be desired. The 
way we seem to be handling matters, we 
pro bably wo uld give away secrets abo ut 
the ato m bo mb befo re to o lo ng, any way . 
The future peace o f the wo rld must rely 
mo re o n o ur better diplo macy and a very 
effective defense o f o ur o wn. Simply send­ 
ing a billio n o r two do llars wo rth o f arms 
to Euro pe a y ear, will no t pro ve ve ry ef­ 
fective in case o f war. It is quite po ssible 
that such arms might quickly and easily be 
captured if any co untry wished to strike 
vicio usly and quickly . Also , such arms may 
as easily fall into the hands o f Co mmunists 
as did the huge supplies we sent to China, 
so me o f which, repo rts say , were so ld to 
the Co mmunists. 
As Senato r Taft said here recently , rush­ 
ing arms to Euro pe is o ne o f the mo st cer­ 
tain way s to hurry us into war. We are be­ 
co ming mo re clo sely co mmitted to any fu­ 
ture war in Euro pe than ever in o ur histo ry . 
This sy stem might easily incite Russia into 
a war, even tho ugh she is no t ready o r do es 
no t want it, thro ugh fear 
that 
the guns 
po inted at her may be used at any time by 
so me co untry which might feel that a war, 
into which we co uld be pulled, wo uld be 
much to that co untry s advantage. 
The o nly impo rtant thing abo ut the an­ 
no uncement o f the Russian ato mic bo mb 
is that it sho uld make all men realize, mo re 
than ever, the need fo r peace. It puts this 
matter straight up to us. 
Rather than a po litical demand fo r mo re 
and mo re mo ney to spend to arm so me o th­ 
er co untry , 
the need fo r a statesmanlike 
diplo macy that will po int the way to wo rld 


peace and a po werful defense that will dis­ 


co urage aggressio n, was never mo re appar­ 
ent. 
Our o wn natio nal defense has beco me a 


muddled questio n. There seems to be small 


pro gress alo ng co nstructive lines and a ter­ 


rific lo t o f mo ney spent witho ut o ur being 
in a clear-cut state o f preparedness. There 
is a lo t o f ro o m fo r impro vement here with­ 
o ut o ur try ing to do the things that cause 
ho stility in o ther parts o f the wo rld. 
We 
need less bureaucrats and 
mo re thinkers 
do wn at Washingto n, D. C.; less waste o f 
mo ney in making po litical legio ns and a lo t 
o f brass hats secure in co zy jo bs, cmd mo le 
spent o n so und defense and sane go vern­ 
ment.

MOST patients with asthma are 
Inclined to co ugh a great deal. So me 
even co ugh o n principle, feeling that 
it is a go o d thing to bring up secre­ 
tio ns which they believe may he a 
facto r in making their co nditio n 
wo rse. 
It just happens that where asth­ 
matics are co ncerned this is the 
wro ng principle. Instead o f helping, 
co ughing may make matters wo rse, 
even to the po int o f bringing o n an 
attack o f asthma. 
This is true despite the fact that, 
in general, co ughing is a pro tective 
device—bo th a warning that so me­ 
thing is irritating the breathing 
o rgans and a means o f getting rid 
o f the o ffender. The patient with 
asthma, who is subject to repeated 
attacks o f spasm o f the tubes in 
the lungs, already has a go o d deal 
o f inflammatio n in these passages. 
Co ntinued co ughing will cause fur­ 
ther irritatio n and prevent rest and 
healing. Acco rding to Dr. Prickman 
o f the May o Clinic, the patient with 
asthma sho uld no t be permitted to 
co ugh co ntinuo usly if the asthma 
is to be co ntro lled. The inflamed 
lining membranes o f the bro nchi 
canno t heal if they are co nstantly 
irritated by co ughing. 
Why Co ughing Occurs 
A careful study sho uld be made 
o f every perso n with asthma to 
determine just why hit co ughing 
o ccurs. Then the cause fo r the 
co ugh may po ssibly be remo ved, 
pro per medicatio n administered and 
rest and healing o f the membranes 
(Co py rifht, 1949, King 


I may take place. 
Where the co ughing is the result 
o f breathing in so me substance to 
i whicji the perso n is sensitive, it will 
(co ntinue until this substance is 
; identified and remo ved fro m the pa- 
I tient’s surro undings. 
So metimes the co ughing may be 
a habit due to nervo usness. In o ther 
cases it may be caused by an infec­ 
tio n o f the air passages, and in such 
cases the cause must be remo ved. 
Fo r example, the patient may be 
suffering fro m a chro nic sinus in­ 
fectio n. In these instance* it may 
be necessary to drain the sinuses 
because the asthma canno t be co n­ 
tro lled if the chro nic sinus infectio n 
persists. 
Sinus Infectio ns 
Recurring co lds, acute sinus in­ 
fectio ns o r bro nchitis no t o nly will 
bring o n asthmatic attacks but also 
make co ughing mo re severe. 
To avo id these infectio ns, the pa­ 
tient must at all times keep warm 
and dry , get plenty o f rest and stay 
o ut o f co ntact with o thers who have 
co lds o r similar infectio ns. Co lds 
sho uld be pro mptly cared fo r when 
they o ccur. The patient with asthma 
sho uld go to bed at the first sign 
o f a co ld and stay in bed until the 
co ld is go ne.
